The mechanical operations of the Chlef Colner's
department of the United States Mint, (o this city,
will be suspended for three or four weeks, com-
mencing with to-morrow, for the purpose of haviog
an entire new st of bollers placed In the institution,
These boilers have been under preparation for some
months, and were constructed with the greatest ol
care and gkill possible to bestow upon them. Every
Beparnte plece ol material was tosted before bhelng
used, and all the bolt-holes have been bored Instead
of drilled, 80 A8 to produce no fracture upon the
fron.  When completed, there ean be no donbt that
these bollers will be second Lo none o the country,
in every essential. Daring the last fortnight the
Mint has been ranning (o it rfallest capacity, 80 as
to have a sufficient supply of coln on hand to meet
all the demanus of the public untll the resumption of
colning operations, During this suspension of work ln
the Chilel Colner's department,all the machinery will
bhe completely overhuuled, The ‘lll]llit" of conrse, I8
aware that the machinery of the United States Miot,
during the last two or three years, has been rendered
0 all its branches possibly the most effective for the
purposcs intended of any other minting estabilish.
ment In the world, New and lmproved draw-

mits shall first procure the written oconsent of the
Commisaioner of Markets and Uity Property, all or-
